Primary results are minor setback for Carter 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (R). •— 
Jimmy Carter’s drive for the De¬ 
mocratic presidential nomination 
was slowed today by minor set¬ 
backs' in two more presidential 
primary elections. 

The former Georgia Governor is 
looking now to California, Ohio 
and New Jersey — they hold the 
three final primaries next week— 
to try to lock up the nomination. 

To do so, he must beat back 
tee late-starting challenges of Ca¬ 
lifornia Governor Jerry Brown and 
Idaho Senator Frank Church. 

In yesterday's primaries, Mr. 
Carter was edged out in Rhode Is¬ 
land by an uncommitted group of 
delegates wooed by Mr. Brown 
and lost to Mr. Church in Mpn£a- 
na. 

But he won South Dakota con¬ 
vincingly - against Arizona Con¬ 
gressman Morris UdaU, h£s closest 
competitor from the Democratic 
Party’s liberal wing. 

Defeat for Mr. UdaR put him 
under heavy pressure to stand asi¬ 
de and leave the field to Mr. 
Brown and Senator Church to try 
to stop Mr. Carter. The conserva¬ 
tive Mr. Carter now commands 
over 900 of the 1,505 delegate vo¬ 
tes he needs to become his party's 
candidate, who win be' chosen at 
next month’s Democratic conven¬ 
tion in New Yoric. 

Mr. . UdaU, however, has said he 
will not abandon his quest for vo¬ 
tes in the primaries, which end in 
a grand finrie next week when 540 


Democratic delegates will be cho¬ 
sen. 

On the Republican side. Presi¬ 
dent Ford and his more conserva¬ 
tive rival Ronald Reagan had mi¬ 
xed fortunes yesterday. Mr. Ford 
won easily in Rhode Island but 
the former California governor 
scored expected victories in Mon- 
tana and South Dakota. 

The results of the voting, based 
on virtually complete returns, we¬ 
re : 

Montana : Senator Church 60 
per cent to Mr. Carter’s 25 per 
cent; Mr. Reagan 63 per cent to 
Mr. Fotd’s 35 per cent 


South Dakota: Mr. Carter 41 
per cent, Mr. UdaU 34; Mr. Rea¬ 
gan 51 per cent, Mr. Ford 44. 

Rhode Island : Uncommitted de¬ 
legates 32 per cent, Mr. Carter 30, 
Senator Church 28; Mr. Ford 66 
per cent, Mr. Reagan 31. 

The primaries did not amount to 
much in delegate votes to the no¬ 
minating conventions — 56 Demo¬ 
crats and 59 Republicans. But si¬ 
gnificance was attached to Mr. 
Udall’s possibly fatal loss in Sou- 
til Dakota and Mr. Carter’s failure 
to beat down the late Brown and 
Church challenges in Rhode Island 
and Montana.

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Call the bluff 

The brewing storm about the participation of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) at this week’s two sessions of 
the International Labour Organisation (ELO) is well worth 
watching. The United States in particular has served notice 
that it is not pleased with the growing, politicization of the 
XLO or other U.N. agencies, and has gone so far as to warn 
that it will pull out of the ILO within two years if the trend 
is not reversed. While the withdrawal of the U.S. from the 
ILO would be a significant move, particularly in terms of the 
financial loss to the ILO, it is a move that the nations of the 
world who back the Palestinians should support and even 
provoke to its ul timate conclusion. Having the U.S. leave the 
ELO will not make much difference to anyone, especially to 
American labourers, whom the ILO is supposed to serve in the 
first place. The money that the U.S. would take with it is no 
loss either. It would be made up with little fanfare. 

We believe the world should flush out the American inten¬ 
tions in this instance for two reasons: to show that quitting 
the ILO isn’t a big deal and therefore to defuse the power of 
this hazy threat of withdrawal, and to bring to the fore yet 
again in yet another international forum the fact that the ques¬ 
tion Of Palestinian rights and Israeli crimes is not one that can 
be conveniently put away in little comers of the mind to be 
discussed at the convenience and beckoning of people whose 
sense of justice is dwarfed by their inability to see justice done. 

The work of the ILO or UNICEF or UNESCO or any of 
the hundreds of such international bodies is useful and positive 
work that is generally to be commended. But these are not 
sacred institutions whose charters are etched in rock by thun¬ 
derbolts from heaven. These are institutions of human beings 
to serve other human beings, and if there is any criterion they 
should unfailingly observe it is that of universality. 

Within this context, the rights of the Palestinian people 
as a nation to be represented at HO meetings is a procedural 
point of some significance. Whether in fact a PLO representa¬ 
tive does or does not join an ILO meeting is ultimately of little 
importance substantively. But it is important that the PLO 
make itself felt in such forums as the ILO, because the PLO is 
the representative of the nation of Palestinian people, and not, 
as Zionist apologists like to say, simply representatives of a 
bunch of refugees or terrorists. It is precisely through the 
PLO’s participation at meetings such as the ILO holds that the 
totality of the Palestinian people’s national interests is brought 
to the fore before the community of nations. To let the PLO 
have a representative at the ILO will not hurt the ILO. But 
to deny PLO representation — as the United States wishes — 
is to thwart one aspect of Palestinian nationalism that is as 
important to the Palestinian nation as any other. 

It is the purpose of the Palestinian people to make it clear 
to Israel that it can neither hide behind the guns of its soldiers 
on the West Bank or-the vetoes and threats ,of the United 
States at the ILO. If the Americans, or anyone else, are un¬ 
happy with PLO participation, then let the question be debated 
openly and let the controversy come to a head. If it means 
American withdrawal or the demise of the ILO, then so be 
it Another institution will replace the ILO, and it will be a 
better one if only because it would lack the sorry spectacle of 
an awkward America acting as the pathetic surrogate of Israel. 
This is' what hurts the ILO, and if this is where the United 
States wants to play its cards, then we suggest this is an op¬ 
portune moment to call the American bluff. _ 


ARAB PRESS COMM 


Following up the deliberations 
of the Jordan Development Confe¬ 
rence, AI Rai says the concentra¬ 
tion of the plan on three points 
— agriculture, industry and co¬ 
mmodity production — without 
concentrating on services, clear¬ 
ly indicates a visionary attitude 
in capital and manpower invest¬ 
ment. The paper continued : “Jo¬ 
rdan has its own special position 
within the Arab confrontation 
(with Israel). And therefore, co¬ 
ncentration on industrial and agri¬ 
cultural development, rather than 
services, makes the Jordanians 
stick to their land, after it has 
been discovered that the drain of 
Jordan's manpower abroad, esti¬ 
mated at one-third of the total 
work force, “takes on the propor¬ 
tions of a catastrophe...” 

Furthermore, the paper says 
the concentration on commodity 
production will help alleviate Jo¬ 
rdan’s deficit trade balance, par¬ 
ticularly when the metallurgical 
industry is included. 

AI Dustour discusses somethi¬ 
ng different It says that Ameri¬ 
can sources recently started to 
talk about a tendency by Washi¬ 
ngton to initiate a peaceful settle¬ 
ment in the Middle East, and that 
the American efforts will come 
up within two months’ time. At 
the same time, AI Dustour adds, 
a white House spokesman hinted 
that the possibility of convening 
the Geneva peace conference is 
now under study, and that a pre¬ 
paratory meeting for Geneva was 
not excluded. 

The paper further says that a 
few hours earlier Dr. Kissinger 
had declared that the United Sta¬ 
tes has been a waiting Arab .re¬ 
action to an American proposal 
for the conclusion of agreements 


ending the state of belligerency 
with Israel. He described the sug¬ 
gestion as an American initiative 
of the first degree. 

“It is remarkable,” the paper 
says, “that Arab sources have ne¬ 
ither denied nor confirmed Kissi¬ 
nger’s statement, confining them¬ 
selves to reporting the news, 
while the Israeli sources were qu¬ 
ick to examine the contents of 
the initiative, or part of it.. 

It is only natural, the paper 
adds, that the Arab individual 
would question what was really 
going on... or doesn’t this sug¬ 
gest that he (the Arab individual) 
has been Isolated from his Arab 
sources, with the consequent lo¬ 
wering'of his morale and placing 
him in a vertigo of confusion and 
bewilderment? 

AI Dustour thinks authoritative 
Arab sources should take this into 
consideration and clarify the situ¬ 
ation to Arab citizens in order 
to rid them of the psychological 
warfare directed against them. 

Tne present visit to Syria of 
the Soviet Prime Minister Alexei 
Kosygin took up ample space in 
the front pages of all the Damas¬ 
cus daily newspapers Wednesday, 
but AI Baath and Tichrin in two 
other articles also took up the 
situation in Lebanon as it now 
stands. 

Stressing the profundity of ti¬ 
me-honoured Syrian-Soviet friend¬ 
ship and cooperation, Tichrin ob¬ 
serves there is full identity of vi¬ 
ews between the two countries 
on many urgent questions in the 
area that were examined by the 
Soviet and Syrian leaders. 

The paper attaches great impo¬ 
rtance to the visit in view of the 
present circumstances - through 
which the Middle East is passing.

ALGIERS, June 2 (AFP). — The 
problem of the Westran Sahara 
was put to representatives of non- 
aligned nations here fra: the first 
time yesterday by Algerian dele¬ 
gate Abdelatif Rahal who called 
for non-aligned support for self- 
determination fa the territory, 
now split between Morocco and 
Mauritania. 

Mr. Rahal tod the coordination 
committee meeting here that the 
hoar aligned group's credulity wou¬ 
ld suffer seriously if it shirked the 
duty of supporting the Saharans 
fighting for self-determination and 
independence. 

“The non-aligned movement 
cannot condone an operation es¬ 
sentially aimed at robbing a peo¬ 
ple of its right to belong to our 
community of free nations,” he 
said. 

He said right to self-determina¬ 
tion had been “recognised and re¬ 
affirmed for years both by the 
non-aligned movement and by the 
whole international community.”

FAA chief prefers 
Boeing to Concorde 

BRUSSELS, June 1 (RJ). — The 
U.S. federal aviation chief said he¬ 
re today after flying the Atlantic 
in a Concorde supersonic airliner 
of the airline Air France the plane 
was a technical triumph but could 
not make money fra* airlines. 

Dr. John McLucas, bead of the 
U.S. Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion (FAA), told a press conferen¬ 
ce that his flight fa the French 
Concorde from Washington to Pa¬ 
ris had been noisy and cramped 
He would return to the U.S. fa a 
Boeing 747 jumbo jet he added. 

Dr. McLucas said he doubted 
whether more than the 16 Concor¬ 
des already ordered would ever be 
built. 

He suggested that environment¬ 
alists in New York were over-rea¬ 
cting to the noise made by the 
Anglo-French plane. 

“I don't like noise. You don't li¬ 
ke noise, but there’s such thing as 
over-reaction,” he said: 

Dr. McLucas is touring Euro¬ 
pean offices of the FAA, which 
regulates safety measures for 
American aviation. 


Mr. Rahal also urged the non- 
aligned countries' to coordinate 
activities on the international sce¬ 
ne noting that still no solution had 
been found to the major Middle 
East problems. 

He also urged members to con¬ 
demn “foreign interventions aga¬ 
inst the governments of Guyana, 
Jamaica and Barbados” adding 
that “interfering with their affairs 
poses a threat to all our soverei¬ 
gnties and security." 

Mr. Rahal said the group should 
encourage the expansion of the 
“non-alignment philosophy” ap¬ 
plying at the same time “strict 
criteria” as to conditions for me¬ 
mbership. 

He said while the group had ne¬ 
ver sought to become a “rigidly 
structured body" some kind of loo¬ 
se structure was needed “half way 
between the present system (whi 
ch practically means no organisa¬ 
tion at all) and a rationalised stru¬ 
cture.” 

Mr. Rahal said the New York 
non-aligned bureau and coordina¬ 
tion committee hod proved an in¬ 
teresting experiment and should 
be preserved with properly defin¬ 
ed functions. 

British Leyland 
reports first Arab 
orders in 6-years 

LONDON. June 1 (R). — British 
Leyland, the state-subsidised car 
firm, has received its first orders 
from Arab countries after they lif¬ 
ted a six-year trade boycott on the 
company last month, it was an¬ 
nounced today. 

The announcement said that or¬ 
ders for the firm's special products 
division worth 500,000 sterling 
had come from Saudi Arabia, Du¬ 
bai and Qatar for construction and 
road making equipment, building 
equipment and refrigeration com¬ 
ponents. 

A spokesman to British Ley- 
land said that buyers from most 
Arab countries had been visiting 
the firm's plants in the last few 
weeks and that a special trade 
show was being organised next 
month. Plans were already well 
advanced for the establishment of 
a Middle East sales and service 
net work. ... 

British Leyland and its 97 affi¬ 
liated companies were taken off 
the blacklist of the Arab Boycott 
Office, an Arab League agency, 
after they proved they had stop¬ 
ped trading with Israel.

Australia exports 
more to Arab 
countries 

CANBERRA. June 1, (R) — Aust¬ 
ralia has made some big gains 
■n its exports to the Middle East, 
r*;curd!:ng to official figures rele- 
a.-ied hvre today. 

Eiggcst boost was an increase 
of 331 per cent in Australia's ex¬ 
ports to the Arab Republic of 
(North) Yemen, in the first three 
quarters of the current financial 
yi*ar compared with the same pe¬ 
riod in 1974-75. 

Australia's exports to Egypt ro¬ 
ar by 42 per cent, to Libya by 
Hi per cent, and to the Union of 
Arab Emirates by 58 per cent. Ex¬ 
ports to Iran however, fell by 19 
oer cent.

”A substantial number of the 
33 votes against were the socialist 
countries, whose contribution to 
the development of the poorer co¬ 
untries of the world is negligi¬ 
ble ” the statement said. 

It went on to say that the ab¬ 
sence or abstention of ti» 80 na¬ 
tions does not bode well for the 
future of the North-South dialo¬ 
gue on economic cooperation. 

“They (less developed count¬ 
ries) must not tend themselves 
to parliamentary manipulation 
by those states who contribute 
nothing to the development of the 
poor nations of the world,” the 
statement said. 

The statement said the United 
States would revive the proposal 
for an international resources 
bank (LRB). adding: “We expect 
that it will be considered with 
the same respect and care which 
the United States will lead to the 
study of the proposals which the 
(developing countries) wid tab¬ 
le.” 

A ranking U.S. official declined 
to accuse the Communist world 
of pressuring the poorer nations, 
but noted that Cuba had been In 
the forefront of opposing the IRB. 

The official noted that the Uni¬ 
ted States had only called for a 
study of the bank, and not its 
immediate creation. 

U.S, officials conceded that the 
bank could in fact be established 
without any International appro¬ 
val. 

They said the IRB proposal wo¬ 
uld be revived at other confe¬ 
rences, probably those like the 
Paris Conference on International 
Economic Cooperation, (CIEC), In 
which Communists do not partici¬ 
pate.

That more needs to be done 
for aboriginals is beyond dispute: 
the House of Representatives* st¬ 
anding committee on aboriginals 
in Canberra has just completed a 
major inquiry which spotlighted 
alcoholism and chil d malnutrition. 

It made 19 recommendations to 
the government, specifically to up¬ 
grade community health program¬ 
mes and to spend more money on 
alcoholism treatment. 

Not all aboriginals axe content 
to sit back and wait for someone 
else to help them. - / 

Pam Kelly also represents what 
seems to be the majority view am¬ 
ong aboriginals themselves, that 
the future lies not in the street- 
comer cries for separatism, but 
in using white help—even though 
that help inevitably leads to a 
loss of their “aborigmality” and 
a rising generation virtually inr 
distinguishable from, whites exce¬ 
pt by the colour of their skin. 


Mrs. Kelly, the sixth of 14 ch¬ 
ildren. ran away from school in a 
remote country town of New So¬ 
uth Wales when she was 14. She 
went to work as a cook in a local 
convent, married, and came to 
Sydney when she was 17. 

Now her children range m age 
from 12 down to 5; her husband 
works on the Sydney waterfront 

She applied for one-year Syd¬ 
ney Un iversity course that prepar¬ 
es aboriginals to become high sch¬ 
ool teachers’ aides. AH the places 
for the year had been taken, so 
she decided to go back to high 
school, taking science, history, 
English, maths, home science and 
art 

Her husband picks up her chil¬ 
dren from their schools-when his 
shift ends in mid-afternoon; at 
night she packs the three older 
children off to a supervised youth 
club, {Hits the younger two to 


bed, and spreads out her books 
In the kitchen. 

Helping make this all possible 
is a state school welfare officer, 
Eve Gourlay, who not only guides 
her througb the red tape needed 
to obtain grants, but is beside 
her when the whole venture seems 
a bit overwhelming for an abori¬ 
ginal woman from the country. 

Mrs. Kelly is eligible for the 
normal secondary school cud all 
aboriginals can receive: a Com¬ 
monwealth grant of about $ 250 a 
year (about $ 300 in American 
money) as a living allowance, and 
$ 64 eveiy two weeks (U.S. $ 80) 
for tuition, books, and the like. 

If she gets to a university, Can¬ 
berra will pay all tuition, books, 
and other expenses, and a living 
allowance of $ 1,200 (u.S. $ 1,500) 
a year, which Commonwealth offi¬ 
cials readily, concede is too low. 

Raising it is difficult, however, 
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Younger aboriginals lode to a new future.

“We don’t accept any conten¬ 
tion that the aboriginal is intel¬ 
lectually inferior,” says the deci¬ 
sive, able chief civil servant in 
the 1,300-man Aboriginal Affairs 
department in Canberra, Berne 
Dexter. 

“Culturally opposite, yes. They 
don’t till the soil, or acquire mate¬ 
rial possessions much beyond a 
boomerang: they lack ambition in 
our sense, they don’t count much 
beyond four. 

“But-look at the qualities they 
do have: they understand genea¬ 
logies so complex we need com¬ 
puters to follow them; they are 
sharp observers of signs; outstan¬ 
ding painters; musically gifted on 
an atonal scale; their oral poetry 
and literature is rich and comp¬ 
lex...” 

In general, aid programmes ap¬ 
pear to be doing well in education. 
Children in secondary school are 
up from 2,000 seven years ago to 
11,000 today, a high percentage 
of those eligible; university gra¬ 
duates are up from four to 20, 
and those in universities and col¬ 
leges of various kinds have gone 
from four to more than 1,000. 

The programmes are successful 
in health (infant mortality has 
greatly decreased) and are active 
in civil rights (legal aid is federal¬ 
ly supported, to the annoyance 
of local police .long accustomed .to 
quick “quilty” pleas and no fuss) 
and land rights.

well—and Mr. Dexter admits it— 
is in housing (5,000 units provid¬ 
ed since 1S69 but another 20,000 
needed) and in jobs (aboriginal 
unemployment is about 35 per 
cent, compared with 5 per cent 
for v/hites). 

For the first time, hundreds of 
bright youngsters are leaving high 
school; despite benefits for up to 
IS months there are few jobs 
available. 

The biggest single employer is 
Mr. Dexter's own department, 
which has 700 young aboriginals 
on its books, or 50 per cent of the 
total pay-roll. 

There are other gapS: the 
50,000 or so full bloods (in the 
Northern Territory/ Queensland, 
and Western Australia) are wise¬ 
ly left to their old ways; the cul¬ 
tural gap is too wide. 

Families still pull children out 
of schools to “come home and 
earn some money" (one father, did 
it to a son who had completed 
two years of undergraduate engi¬ 
neering). Many children still drop 
out of school early. 

A radical wing of aboriginal op¬ 
inion has set up headquarters in 
a house on Canberra’s Embassy 
Row, taking aim at what it sees 
as the paternalism and the inade¬ 
quacy of aid. It includes some of 
the same people who support the 
National Aboriginal Consultative 
Committee, an elected body of 41 
members launched by the previo¬ 
us Labour Party government. 

The committee's work has lap¬ 
sed, however. The concept of elec¬ 
ted representatives does not fit 
the aboriginal tradition, and Can¬ 
berra’s approach, even in the lat¬ 
er Labour years, has moved back 
to more usual, more paternal, but 
more effective channels. 

Separatism seems to have little 
future. Pam Kelly, school books 
on the kitchen table and eyes fix¬ 
ed on the university, would agree 
to that.

LONDON, June 2 (R). — Britain's 
pound sterling plunged by four 
cents against the U.S. dollar in as 
many hours today — its steepest 
dive on record apart from formal 
devaluations. 

The latest selling wave to hit 
the anaemic pound pushed it down 
to $1.7125 at one stage and brou¬ 
ght the depreciation against the 
dollar to 15 per cent since sterling 
dropped through the two-dollar 
barrier on March 4. 

The loss of confidence in ster¬ 
ling, reflected in foreign exchan¬ 
ge centres around the world, put 
further pressure on Mr. James Cal¬ 
laghan’s Labour government to ad¬ 
just its economic priorities. 

But talk on possible new major 
cuts in public spending to reduce 
the government’s huge budget de¬ 
ficit was being dismissed in go¬ 
vernment circles. 

Minis ters here believe the mo¬ 
ney markets are not behaving ra¬ 
tionally, and that a rebound oy 
sterling from the present low le¬ 
vels is inevitable, particularly if 
trade union agreement to further 
wage restraint is buttoned up later 
this month. 

On the West German market in 
Frankfurt, sterling plunged to 
4.471 marks at the official fixing, 
from the 4.556 marks at the same 
stage of trading yesterday. 

On Monday, the fixing rate was 
4.58, in early March 5.15, and on 
June 2 last year it was nearly a 
mark higher, or some 20 per cent 

Polisario condemns 
Senegal’s mediation 

DAR ES SALAAM, June 2 (R). — 
A leading member of the Algerian- 
backed Polisario Sahara indepen¬ 
dence movement today condemn¬ 
ed Senegalese attempts to media¬ 
te in the dispute between Morocco 
and Algeria over the Western Sa¬ 
hara. 

Spain ceded the Western Saha¬ 
ra to Morocco and Mauritania last 
February against opposition from 
Algeria, which supports indepen¬ 
dence for the neighbouring phos¬ 
phate-rich territory. 

Polisario “foreign minister" Ha¬ 
kim Ibraham accused Senegal of 
acting for Morocco following a 
meeting between Senegalese Fo¬ 
reign Minister Assanne Seek and 
King Hassan of Morocco in Mar¬ 
rakesh last night. 

Mr. Ibraham said the Moroccan 
and Mauritanian take-over of the 
Western Sahara was “an unprece¬ 
dented danger to peace and stabi¬ 
lity in Africa... it is a new form 
of colonialism in Africa because it 
is not a colonisation by Europeans 
but by Africans themselves." 

Mr. Ibraham.said he was in Dar 
Es Salaam to lobby delegates to 
the current session of the Organi¬ 
sation of African Unity (OAU) 
liberation committee. 

Mauritania and Morocco have 
threatened to leave the OAU if 
the dispute is discussed by the or¬ 
ganisation.

— The 
Soviet-American strategic arms li¬ 
mitation talks (SALT-2) resumed 
here today, four weeks after they 
were suspended. 

Informed sources said the two 
sides would probably discuss the 
timetable for future discussions, 
aimed at producing a treaty limi¬ 
ting the numbers of inter-continen¬ 
tal ballistic missiles, bombers and 
nuclear submarines for an eight* 
year period after the expiry of 
the 1973 SALT-1 treaty. 

Official sources indicated when 
the talks were suspended on May 
5 that there was deadlock over 
whether the American cruise mis¬ 
sile and the Soviet Backfire bom¬ 
ber should be included in the new 
treaty. 

Moscow, Manila 
establish ties 

MOSCOW, June 2 (AFP). — The 
Philippines and the Soviet Union 
established diplomatic relations 
today on the third day of a visit 
here by Philippine President Fer¬ 
dinand Marcos.

OPEC may meet 
before December 

TOKYO, June 2 (AFP) — The 
Organisation of Petroleum Expo¬ 
rting Countries (OPEC) may hold 
an emergency session prior to 
its next general assembly sche¬ 
duled for this December in Qatar, 
the visiting Libyan oil minister 
said today. 

Ezzedin Mabrouk told a press 
conference that there was the 
possibility of OPEC discussing, 
among other matters, the adjust¬ 
ment of crude oil prices at a spe¬ 
cial meeting. 

He said it was his personal view 
that advanced oil-consuming cou¬ 
ntries would be able to absorb a 
seven to eight per cent increase 
in oil-exporters’ prices. 

However, Mr. Mabrouk expla¬ 
ined that OPEC nations would not 
raise oil prices to such an extent 
as to impede the world economic 
recovery. 

The Libyan oil minister arrived 
in Japan last Monday on his way 
home after attending the OPEC 
meeting in Indonesia. 

Rhodesia says 23

SALISBURY, June 2 (AFP). — A 
total of 23 nationalist guerrillas 
have been killed in Rhodesia since 
the weekend, a security forces 
comunique announced here today. 

His kill-rate was described by 
observers as one of the highest si¬ 
nce the Rhodesian war began in 
December 1972. 

The latest kills bring the guer¬ 
rilla death toil this year to 276.

Ireland’s labour 
minister, was speaking after be¬ 
ing elected chairman of the three- 
week conference. 

His appeal may go unheeded. 
The assembly faces a packed ag¬ 
enda aimed at improving working 
conditions around the world, but 
that issue mould be overshadowed 
by quarrels over the ILO's budget 
and decision-making methods.
